There are so many stories to tell about 
BCC alumni who have achieved great 
things in their personal and professional 
lives. One such story is thatof MICHAEL 
WHEAT, EH ’69. 


In a recent correspondence, Mike told us 
the following: “I graduated in 1969 with 
BCC’s first Environmental Health class. 
At that time, it was the only two-year 
degree in that curriculum offered in the 
entire United States. The motto for our 
class was “Clean Air Smells Funny!” 


I moved to Fairbanks, Alaska in 1970 after 
working nearly a year at Binghamton’s 
sewage plant. (It didn’t “smell bad” then!) 
I continued my education at the University 
of Alaska and graduated in 1973 with a 
B.S. degree in Microbiology. In 1975, I 
married Roberta Hage, who I met at a 
dance at the University of Alaska. We 
have three children; David, 17; Scott, 9: 
and Sarah, 7. 


In July of 1976, I was hired to start up a 
new sewage plant for the city of Fairbanks, 
and I’ve been here ever since. At this job, 
We Strip pure oxygen out of the air and use 
numerous types of bacteria to clean and 
purify the six million gallons of wastewa- 
ter generated from Fairbanks and its 40,000 
people. With temperatures of over 90 


degrees in the summer with 24 hours of 


daylight to minus 50 degrees and one hour 
of daylight in winter, we clean the effluent 
to less than half off the EPAs limit of our 


discharge to the receiving river. Its a chal- 
lenge to keep the water flowing at minus 
50 degrees! I use my Environmental Health 
degree every day at work and would not 
have this job of $50,000 a year without the 
years I spent at Broome. Thank you again 
and forever!” 


MARJORIE MCMURRAY is a dynamo. 
In the thirty-something years since she 
graduated from BCC (then known as “‘State 
Tech”) she furthered her education to a 
Master’s level, raised a family of four, 
worked in the field of mental health, and 
served her community greatly through 
numerous volunteer and professional ac- 
tivities. 


Marjorie graduated from “State Tech” in 
1958. After working for Ansco and WNBF- 
TV, she enlisted in the Women’s Air Force 
(WAF) where she served as a dental hy- 
gienist. It was there that she met her hus- 
band. After marriage, they moved to Col- 
lege Park, Maryland where Marjorie’s 
husband entered the pre-Med program at 
the University of Maryland and Marjorie 
worked as Secretary to the Dean of the 
College of Education while continuing her 
education. They later moved closer to 
Baltimore where Marjorie worked as Sec- 
retary to the Project Manager of the Westing- 
house Electronic Tube Division. 


Marjorie received her Bachelo'rs and 
Master's degrees from the University of 


Maryland. After taking a few years off to 
raise the children and to work toward 
fulfilling her educational goals, Marjorie 
became employed by the Department of 
Veterans Affairs Medical Center at Perry 
Point, Maryland. 


She established the Medical Center’s de- 
toxification program in 1977 and was 
involved in the design and implementa- 
tion of the Center’s Alcohol Rehabilita- 
tion Program. After over twenty years in 
the field of social work, she was awarded 
the “Clinical Social Worker of the Year” 
award by the Medical Center in recogni- 
tion of her accomplishments in the area of 
Alcohol Rehabilitation.This cash award 
entailed attendance at a major workshop. 
In addition to furthering her credentials to 
include ACSW,LCSW,CAC, CCDC, and 
NCAC II; she has served as President of 
Maryland’s Haven House and Treasurer of 
Certified Addiction Counselors.

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Talent Abounds at BCC — Portrait of a Professor 


Gerald Grahame 


“The high school chorus teacher kept 
modulating ‘My country tis of thee’ higher 
and higher’, remembers Gerald Grahame, 
“and each time, to his amazement, I 
could sing it!” Thus began the musical 
career of lyric tenor and BCC professor 
Gerald Grahame. 

Mr. Grahame, a recent nominee for 
BCC Alumni Association’s Baldwin Award, 
is one of those treasures among BCC’s fac- 
ulty who brought with him a wealth of 
talent and experience when he came to the 
college in 1987. 

A graduate of SUNY Fredonia, 
Grahame came to Binghamton in the late 
70’s to study with Carmen Savoca and 
Peyton Hibbitt at Tri-Cities Opera. He 
chose Binghamton because he desired to 
learn the things that one can learn only on 
stage through the direction of teachers like 
Carmen and Peyton. “They teach you and 
put you out on the stage so that you are not 
just singing. Instead you are learning how 
to move, to take direction, and to learn all 
aspects of the craft.” While studying at the 
Tri-Cities Opera, Gerald Grahame was 
able to obtain his Master’s Degree through 
the Master of Music Program at Bing- 


hamton University by meeting the require- 
ments for a thesis through his perform- 
ances. This included singing the lead tenor 
role in “Elixir of Love” by Donizetti. 

Since 1975, Grahame has performed 
over twenty lead roles with Tri-Cities Opera. 
When asked his favorite part, Grahame 
was torn between the role of Rudolfo in 
“La Boheme” and Eduardo in “Lucia di 
Lammermoor’. After some thought, he 
exclaimed, “The Lucia role! The death 
scene in the last act lasts for about ten 
minutes. As you drop to your knees, dag- 
ger in hand, there is this marvelous dying 
SC CHC 

Gerry brings to BCC his talent from 
years spent singing with the New York 
City Opera as well as with Tri-Cities Opera. 
He says, “With opera, you can’t just finish 
college music courses and earn the money 
right away that you need to live on. In- 
stead, it takes years to refine your talents 
through training and vocal development.” 

The need to earn a living sent Gerald 
Grahame to BCC’s campus...as a student 
in accounting. Then he was called upon by 
Music Department Chairman Michael 
Kinney, to teach a one-credit course. So, 
Professor Grahame changed “hats” one 
day a week from student to professor at 
BCC. As the department developed, 
Grahame was involved in expanding the 
introductory courses in music, voice and 
ear training, to include advanced courses 
in these subjects. Following the retire- 
ment of Bruce MacGregor, Grahame be- 
came the Choir Director and Vocal Music 
Instructor. 

He developed a day choir and evening 
choir that perform concerts together. The 
choir’s showcase is an annual perform- 
ance of Handel’s Messiah”. Established 
and led by Mr. MacGregor for seven years, 
Grahame has led the concert since 1987. 
“Messiah” is performed by the BCC choir 
and invited community singers, with help 
from members of the Binghamton Sym- 
phony and professional soloists. Mr. 
Grahame delights in the fact that through 
this event, “‘...students are able to use their 
knowledge of voice, theory, and perform- 


ing by being in the middle of achoral event 
with a big sound. It's a moving experi- 
ence.” 

Mr. Grahame's love for his craft can 
be vividly felt in his classroom. He says 
about his classes, "The students here at 
BCC are what make it all work. It's never 
boring when every year there is an influx 
of students. My greatest enjoyment is to 
see how the students marvel when they 
begin to learn what you know. I tell my 
students, ‘You're in for a real treat!"" 

Grahame has two major goals. First 
and foremost, he desires to get students to 
a "skilled" level, so that they are not just 
taking classes but instead Icarning skills to 
last them a lifetime. Another goal is to 
work with his peers in BCC's Music De- 
partment to develop a comprchensive two- 
year program with full enrollment. The 
end product of such a program, Grahame 
concludes, would be the capability for a 
student to transfer to a high-quality, four- 
year college or begin a career with a high 
level of competency. 

BCC Biology Professor David Walsh 
says of Grahame, "Gerry is a quality teacher 
who uses his subject matter as magic dust 
to launch individuals on a lifclong quest 
for their own potential. Day after day, this 
man of music sprinkles his dust and spins 
his magic in the basement of the BCC 
Alms House.” 

Mr. Grahame lives in Endicott with 
his wife Susan, an elementary teacher and 
sons Darren, 10, and Kyle, 8. After hours, 
he can be found performing in dinner 
theaters, singing with the Rochester Ora- 
torio Society or singing opera "anywhere 
within driving distance!"

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PROFESSOR ALAN DIXON 
...Admired by Students, Faculty, and Alumni 


From the time Alan Dixon was a young 
Boy Scout and later an Eagle Scout, he 
often recited the following words....”to 
help other people at all times” as part of the 
Scout Creed. His life emulates the Creed 
as he serves Broome Community College 
as Chair of BCC’s Electrical Engineering 
Technology Program. 

We asked Alan what was his most sig- 
nificant memory during his 25-year tenure 
at BCC. “There is no one single memory 
that stands out” he says, “each year is as 
exciting as the last. Each new year pro- 
vides additional growth for the students 
and for me.” Alan then related that upon 
completing his Master’s Degree from 
Clarkson in 1972, computer training wasn’t 
taught on nearly the same scale that it is 
today. Through his work at Broome Com- 
munity College, it has been exciting and 
challenging for him to grow personally 
and perfect his technical skills by expand- 
ing the Electrical Engineering Technol- 
ogy Department’s knowledge base. Alan’s 
enthusiasm for creating a marriage be- 
tween art, science and technology can be 
observed through the numerous works of 
art which he has selected to inspire stu- 
dents in the Applied Technology Build- 
ing. Using the theme "Power", a number 
of etchings, posters and paintings illus- 
trate symbols such as lightning, a great 
white whale, and electricity. This year 
seniors were challenged by Professor Dixon 
to purchase a senior gift emulating the 
theme. Aclever fantasy illustration denot- 
ing “Knowledge is Power” in Latin se- 
lected by the students carries the gift plate 
“The College of Magical Knowledge” in 
honor of the education derived at BCC! 

As we toured the AT building, Alan 
spoke about activities with students which 
went well beyond the walls of BCC! He 
discussed tours to industrial sites within 
the community where college alumni il- 
lustrate the latest technological techniques 
to current students. He spoke of annual 
conference trips with the student members 


of the IEEE which inspired a family orien- 
tation and camaraderie to last a lifetime. 
And he spoke of his last words to students 
each year. Alan shared that at his final 
session with seniors, he relates to them the 
closeness and friendship that they shared 
together during their BCC experience. He 
then says, “When you are out in the 
workforce and become the leaders in your 
field, remember me because I want to send 
more of ‘the best people in the world’ to 
you.” It is through this reinforcement of 
confidence to new graduates and solidifi- 
cation of the relationship between Alan 
and his students that many, many BCC 
alumni are provided career opportunities 
in our region and throughout the United 
States. In addition to his devotion to stu- 
dents from the moment they enter BCC as 
freshman, to graduation, and throughout 
their careers, Chairman Dixon has used his 
role as Department chair to provide opti- 
mal mentoring opportunities for the fac- 
ulty and procure cutting edge technology 
through grants. The most recent acquisi- 
tion has been eight computers for high 
imaging “machine vision”’ through a $32,000 
VATEA ( Carl D. Perkins Vocational and 
Applied Technology Education Act) grant. 

In addition to providing professional 
growth to his department, Alan takes time 
to help students in need. “The changing 
demographics of today’s students, while 
offering new opportunities, imply new chal- 
lenges”, relates Professor Dixon. He has 
been known to help students deal with 
personal, marriage, and financial issues 
and has often drawn upon his network of 
contacts to facilitate opportunities for stu- 
dents and alumni. 

Alan’s interests include travel and, as 
this is being written, he is making plans to 
embark on a seven city tour of China. We 
at BCC are looking forward to his return so 
we may enjoy the art which he is sure to 
bring back for the Applied Technology 
Building!

BCC ALUMNUS WALTER LUKE named "Inventor of the Year" 


BCC Alumnus Walter Luke approaches life with energy 
and vitality. His enthusiasm for science led to an honor as “1993 
Inventor of The Year” by the Central New York Patent Law 
Association. 

“Luke”, as he his known to many, experienced his first 
interest in science when in the second grade he observed an older 
student make an electromagnet using a dry cell battery. Intrigued 
with the sciences of Chemistry and Electronics, he established his 
first electronics business at the age of twelve, WWTV Television 
Repair. 

As a young man he enjoyed science fiction and was inspired 
by the 50s’ movie “Forbidden Planet”. In this film, Luke relates, 
“everything was done by thought”. The movie, which illustrated 
flying saucers and a “Robbie the Robot” concept, started Luke 
thinking about how exciting it could be to “operate things from a 
distance”’. 

Throughout his life, Luke has followed his dream. It is a 
simple dream. He says, “All I ever wanted to do was get enough 
education to get a real life job which would keep me awake, 
provide variety, and enclose alot of disciplines within one field.” 
Additionally, he desired to provide a home and family business for 
his wife, high-school sweetheart Kathy; and two sons; Walter, 16 
and Joseph, 13. 

Luke graduated from BCC with an A.A.S. Degree in 
Electrical Engineering Technology in 1976. Upon graduation 
from BCC he was awarded the Alumni Association’s Scholarship 
for Outstanding Male Transfer Student. He went on to receive a 
B.T.E.T. from Binghamton University in 1977 and upon comple- 
tion of a final course he will receive an M.S.E.E. from Syracuse 
University. From 1981 through 1985, he served as an Associate 
Professor in Electrical Engineering Technology at BCC and was 
nominated for the Chancellor’s Award. 

For nearly two decades, Luke has been working with Analog 
and Digital Electronics, Robotics, Materials Handling, Real Time 
Software, Distributed Processing and Instrumentation, and Aero- 
space Engineering. 

In 1980 he established Knight Development, an independent 
consulting firm, for the purpose of providing engineering consul- 
tation to corporations. 

The product for which Luke has been awarded the honor 
“Inventor of The Year” is a comprehensive Automatic Guided 
Vehicle (AGV) System. 


AGVs, “Model robots”, are used for material handling and 
perform easily modified tasks. They move throughout a ware- 
house picking up and distributing materials and supplies. 

Luke’s system consists of an AGV that is wire-guided, bi-di- 
rectional, battery-powered, load-handling, industrial-gradc, and 
driverless. It steers itself over programmed routes, picking up, 
transporting, and delivering loads of up to 4,000 pounds, on 
palettes or in modular containers. The system 1s ideally suited for 
operations where repetitive movement is required between vari- 
ous locations. 

Typical applications for AGYs are as follows: 

@ the internal delivery system for the US Postal Service 

hostile environments (kilns, freezers, nuclear power plants) 

@ dangerous loads (toxic chemicals, radioactive materials) 

@ human transportation (gate to gate in airports, Ctc) 

@ self-guided vehicle installation at job site 

@ roll products (carpet and textiles, paper, film) 

The primary application for the AGVS system designed and 
produced by Luke is a system set up for the US Department of 
Defense in Mechanicsburg, Pennsylvania. At this location, 35 
vehicles are maintained by a staff of three people. Doing the job 
of 35 life operators, they “communicate” with the AGV through 
an IBM compatible personal computer. 

Luke is the inventor of the vehicle, traffic control system, 
and architect of all control software. He is proud that his product 
is “Made in the USA”. His sole proprictorship typically employs 
between 14-16 people, many of them BCC graduates. Throughout 
the years he has had access to BCC students through teaching and 
through their interest in Robotics. 

Luke proudly acknowledges the influence of the BCC faculty 
on his accomplishments. Two of the professors who affected his 
growth were Robert B. Beers and Charles Dahill. He says that, 
“Mr. Dahill taught control system theory well and alot of it is used 
in Robotics.” Additionally, he states, “Mr. Beers knew everything 
about electronics. If you had a question and asked him he would 
go beyond your request and teach you alot more.” 

Walter Luke, Congratulations on your outstanding accom- 
plishment as “Inventor of the year.” We are proud to have you 
among the ranks of our alumni and look forward to hearing more 
about your future inventions! Who knows, someday we may find 
our students procuring their library books and going from class to 
class via AGV!
